Wrecks Frequent 


More Than One Hundred 


More Deaths This Year 


Than Last 


MOSCOW, Oct. 8.—(UP)—;rhe dis- 


astrous growth of railroad accidents 
in the Soviet Union in recent months 
is indicated by incomplete yet suf- 
ficiently alarming figures just made 
public in the railway workers' organ, 


udok. 
In the third quarter of the business 


year, April through July, 157 persons 
were killed and 435 seriously wounded 
in railroad weeks. At least 612 en- 
gines and over 5,000 cars were wreck- 
ed. The corresponding figures for the 
first quarter of the year (October- De- 
cember, 1929) were 57 killed, 516 
wounded, 408 engines and 5,158 cars 
damaged. 
' 


The total financial losses through 


railroad accidents for the first nine 
months o£ the year are estimated at 
8,000,000 rubles. 


These accidents have become es- 


pecially numerous and costly in terms 
of human lives and property losses 
in the last months. The press pub- 
lishes news about a few of the more 
shocking wrecks only- and 
usually 


covers their magnitude with general 
phrases 
such 
as "many 
victims." 


Neverthless even these fragmentary 
reports reveal a serious situation. 


The authorities place the blame up- 


on the lack of labor discipline and 
in some instances upon actual sabo- 
tage. The unusual lo?d of freight and 
passengers to which the Soviet rail- 
road system has been subject with 
the headlong expansion of industry 
explains much of the trouble.

Babylonian levels which are attri- 
buted to the middle of the first mil- 
lenium before the Christian era, num- 
erous pot burials of children were 
unearthedi" writes Field. "The burial 
jars had been placed along the walls 
of the more important buildings, and 
it seems plausible to suggest that 
these babies may have been sacrificed 
to propitiate the gods in whose honor 
the buildings were erected. The ma- 
jaroity of the babies were female. 


' "Another 
curious discovery 
was 


made during work 
irv the mound 


which contained an important Baby- 
lonian library of sun-baked tablets in 
cuneiform script. Slipper-shaped cof- 
fins of baked clay were found.near 
the walls of buildings and beside sev- 
eral of the sarcophagi were the skele- 
tons of dogs. This suggests the pos- 
sibility that the favorite animal was 
buried beside his master to accom- 
pany his soul to the spirit world. 


"Several small dogs were buried 


beside children, and these animals 
may have watched and guarded the 
primitive cradles. When a child was 
sacrificed, the dog was also sacrificed 
and bured beside his playmate so 
that he might continue to protect him 
in' the world beyond the grave."

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—(UP)—In 


foreign countries it may be a b.uran, 
pooraga. or pampero, but here in the 
United States it's just a plain blizzard, 
Each country has its own name for its 
distinctive winds, but fewer than a 
dozen are recognized by meteorolo- 
gists, says a report of the National 
Geographic Society. 


Algeria dreads the coming of the 


chililis, Nicauragua looks out for daily 
chubascos in the summertime, Spain 
scorches under the heat of an African 
leveche, and Persia has resigned itself 
to the shamal. In America these winds 
arc common but are hiding 
under 


what the foreigner would call "as- 
sumed names." 


A visit to Australia would find many 


curious names for the winds. The cool 
breeze blowing in from the ocean 
would be a "Fremantle doctor," a 
rushing hurricane is a ''Willy willy," 
and an American hot-weather thund- 
erstorm has' the nickname of "Cock- 
eyed Bob." 


In the Far East there is the mon- 


soon, a possession 
that 
has been 


known to halt the enthusiasm of the 
most ardent salt gathered in India. 
With the coming of monsoon down- 
pours, the salt pans are now muddy 
pools, Bombay political gatherings 
have been stopped and Englishmen 
have taken to the hills for refuge. A 
monsoon originates in India, divides 
into two streams, one striking the in- 
land and the other going up the Gan- 
ges Valley where it spreads its tor- 
rents and prevents the peninsula from

Crops in Russia 
Affect IIS, Market 


Will Assume Bigger Role 


in 1931, Noted Writ- 


er Predicts 


MOSCOW, Oct. 9.-(UP)-With some 


six million peasant 
farms 
already 


merged into collectives and at least 
that many more likely to join in the 
next year, the world must take cog- 
nizance of a new form of agrarian 
production which undoubtedly will af- 
fect agriculture in other countries. .. 


It is due to the collectives that the 


Soviet Union Is able to export a con- 
siderable amount of grain this year. 
The extent of those exports is still a 
State secret, although figures as high 
as 2,500,000 tons have been mentioned, 
But it has been sufficent in any event 
to produce repercusions in the interna- 
tional grain market. 


With the collectivized area doubled, 


this country seems certain to play an 
even more important fole in the world 
grain business next year. 


The collective is thought of abroad, 


mistakenly, as a sort of "commune," 
in which the farmers throw in every- 
thing they possess and draw out equal 
shares of the crops and the profits. 
Indeed, this misconception was wide- 
spread among the Soviet 
farmers 


themselves and cause a great .part ot 
last winter's troubles. 


The mass of peasants did not relish 


the prospect of giving Up ;thcir pos- 
sessions and receiving in' return only 
as much as the "biedniak" or poorest 
peasant, who invested nothing. 


They met the situation in a; direct 


manner by killing livestock and sell- 
ing or destroying other possessions. 
They stripped themselves of wordly 
goods and entered the collective as 
"biedniaks." 


In reality the collective is not at all 


the commune 
of 
share-and-share- 


alike plan. The incomes of members 
of the collectives are as various and 
unequal as those of private farmers. 
Farm labor on the collective is di- 
vided into categories, and the skilled 
farmer doing more important work re- 
ceives higher pay than the ordinary 
farm hand. 


In addition, five per cent of the total 


crops are set aside as a fund for the 
payment of dividends on mvestments 
by the peasant—meaning the cash, cat- 
tle, horses, implements, etc., which he 
contributed to the colective. 


The disposition of, the crops is one 


of the important problems still in the 
process of adjustment. The natural 
tendency of collective members is to 
hold back* as much as possible for 
themselves. The natural tendency 'of 
government trusts is to exact as much 
as possible from collectives for feed- 
ing the cities, for export and for re- 
serves. The adjustments are being 
worked out in practice with consider- 
able friction. 
' The Commissariat of 
Agriculture 


was obliged to issue a manifesto call- I 
ing upon collectives not to sabotage 
the government whicTi brought them 
into being. 


The first duty of the Kolkhozes (the 


Soviet term for collectives) is to pay 
the State for credits extended, ma- 
chinery, seeds and other 
advances. 


While they may reasonably provide a 
seed fund, the balance should be turn- 
ed over to the government at the fix- 
ed prices. 


The proceeds of the sale of crops, 


after the division of a certain amount 
for the use of membership, are dis- 
tributed to the members in accordance 
with the amount and, quality of their 
labor.

Price quotations, which play so important a part in 


modern advertising, are particularly significant this fall be- 
cause they indicate what is going on not only in the stores 
but in all lines of American business, in town and on the 
farm. 


Wholesale prices have been dropping during the last 


twelve months. Commodity prices for the things that the 
farmer has to sell, have been going down. All of us have 
felt the effects of this decline. We have heard that "biisincs 
is bad." 


And yet, this thing has to happen once in a while. We 


have followed farm and town prices up and down all oui 
lives. All of us make money when prices are going up. Whei 
they start down we try not to lose too much until the tide 
turns for the better again. 


Prices are just about at bottom now. The farmer win 


has cotton to sell, or who tried to sell truck produce las 
spring, knows that farm commodity prices aren't going to bi 
any lower than they were this year. By the same token, hi 
knows that the price of the things which he buys in town 
which'haB^ile^^tonff'^jth," the price of the things which h 
sells, isn't going to be any lower either. 


Folks haven't been buying much for the last year. Thi 


fall they will start buying again—because Hope- merchant 
are marking down their retail prices regardless what thcj 
paid for the merchandise at wholesale. Somebody takes thi 
loss. The merchant takes it. But he expects to make it bac' 
again next year and the year after, because when the whole 
sale price is climbing he can mark tip his cheaply-bough 
goods to conform with each new quotation, and in the lonj, 
run may recover what he has lost today. 


We have this encouragement to give all the farmer 


friends of The Star, that what is true of business in town is 


' also true of business on tlie farm. We paid normal prices for 


pretty nearly everything that was planted on the farm this 
spring. But we didn't get normal prices for what our seed 
and fertilizer and labor produced this summer and fall. The 
result is that the crop which we plant next spring should 
come as cheap as any crop we have known since before the 
World war. We could hardly get less for our labors next fall, 
regardless what happens, and we certainly will have less ex- 
pense. In fact, there is every reason to believe that 1931 will 
be a better year for the farmer as well as the man in town. 


. 
The drouth lias wiped out much ol! the farm commodity 


surplus. Prices should be better. Industry in the big cities 
will not have completely recovered next spring, and our sec- 
tion of the United States should be able to attract willing 
workers at a fair wage. Normal industry doesn't hurt the 
farm, but the abnormal pace of recent years has undoubtedly 
taken people away from the agricultural regions and brought 
them to town, when they ought to have stayed at home. We 
will have less of this next year and the year after. In the 
great (jities there are thousands of men and women who are 
thoroughly disillusioned. They may better appreciate the; 
soil hereafter.

Flying For English 


Tided Companies Over the 


First Leah Years of 


Their Venture 


LONDON. Oct. 9:—UJPi • The three 
years previous to tJie formation of 
imperial Airways was filled with a 
number of commercial aviation ven- 
tures on the part of British and con- 
tinental firms, norie of which was 
any loo successful. 


Following the 19 days of inactivity 


or. the part of the British planes in 
1921 the first British government sub- 
sidy* scheme was put into operation. 
By it, Instone & Company and the 
Kandley Page Company flew on al- 
ternate days. 


After six months the 
temporary 


subsidy was increased and the Brit- 
ish companies began to fly every day 
to Paris. The Daimler Airway Co. * 
was invited to join the 
subsidy 


scheme. 


In 1922, division of routes took place 


Daimler Airways were allocated the 
London-Mnchester and. London-Am- 
sterdam routes, the latter with a^ link 
to Berlin in conjunction with the 
German-Aero Lloyd Company. Hand- 
ley Page planes operated on the Lon- 
don-Paris route and Instone & Co. 
concentrated upon the London-Brus- 
sels-Cologne service. 


Experimental services to Basle and 


Zurich and Cologne and Prague were 
prevented 
by 
complications arising 


through Allied restrictions upon Ger- 
man aviation. .•' 


After a short period of indifferent 


success the big moment 
in British 


commercial aviation arrived — the 
merging of all British air lines into 
the one State-aided enterprise of Im- 
perial Airways. 


Imperial Airways, its 
directorate 


under the chairmanship of Sir Eric 
Gcddes 
comprising 
representatives 


from the four absorbed companies, to- 
gether with government directors, is 
a $5,000,000 company which, during a 
period of years, is receiving according 
to graduated scales a subsidy grant 
from the State. 
, , 


Shortly after the formation of Im- 


perial Airways, daily services from 
London to Le Touquet and Paris were 
opened on a big scale. Connections 
were soon established with 
French 


companies to carry passengers, air 
mail anl limited amounts of freight 
on to Warsaw, Istanbul (Constantin- 
ople) arid Northern Africa. 


During the past th'rce months def- 


inite hook-ups with the Deutsche Luft 
Hansa lines of Germany have been 
made. The network of German lines 
now serves Imperial Airways.

It's H bail year because production of ships has slumped, 


because there has been drastic price cutting, and because 
numerous companies arc cracking up. It's a good year be- 
cause the industry was heavily inflated, because the lethal 
competition among manufacturers has left only the fittest 
surviving, and because forced economies are bringing planes 
within the reach of the average man. 


"The aviation industry," says Coloncy Young, "has gotten 


rid of its gold tinsel and gaudy ribbons and is clown to brass 
tacks at last. For that we can be thankful. It has been up in 
the air long enough." 


In 1!J27, when the stirring transatlantic flights had 


made the nation superlatively air-minded, there were 240 
airplane manufacturers. The latest department of commerce 
records show 41 servivors. Late in 1!)28 it was confidently 
predicted that the 192!) production of planes would run 
around 10,000. Only half that number were built. During the 
first six months of 1930 the total production was 1,700 .ships, 
including -'550 for the army and navy, and it is unlikely that 
the year's mark will be more than 15.500. 


Although plane production is decreasing, department 


of commerce records show that ships are being used more 
than ever. At present, United-States transport lines are fly- 
ing 100,000 miles daily with mail, passengers and express. 
Two years ago the total was 65,000 miles u day.—El Dorado 
Daily News,
